THE LIVERPOOL PLOT. 

LIVERPOOL, June 18.—MckKevitt and Me- 
Grath, charged with attempting to blow up 
the Town Hall, were examined hy the Govera- 
mentto-day. The prosecuting solicitor said 
he did not intend to go int the question of 
Fenianism as the case would stand on its own 
merits. Mekevitt, he said, had 
denied any connection with the 
Fenians, but the regular delivery at his 
lodgings ofthe Irish World, with his printed 
address as though he was a regular subscriber 
would be proved. An analytical chemist had 
ascertained that the bomb used in the attempt 
was filled with nitro-glycerine. McGrath's 
landlady he said would prove that he (McGrath) 
possessed iron piping similar to the bomb, and 
that he had been secretly engaged in hammer- 
ing something. 


France. 

LONDON, June 18.— A dispatch from]Goletta, 
Tunis, says: An explosion occurred on boaid 
Her Majesty's iron clad Monarch while prepa- 
rations were making for torpedo practice. An 
ofticer was killed and severatsatiors injured. 

LONDON, June 18.—A dispatch from Mar- 
seilles dated midnight says: As the troops just 
disembarked on their return from Tunis were 
marching through the Rue Republique hisses 
were heard from the Italien National Club. 
The crowd surrounded the Club House and de- 
manded the removal of the Italian escutcheon 
from the building. The Commissary of Police 
advised its removal, but the president of the 
club peremptorily refused to have it removed. 
The Prefect of Police endeavored tocalm the 
crowd and sent tor gensdarmes, but before 
their arrivalthe Deputy Mayorand a Munici- 
pal Councillor, in spite of the protests of the 
Prefect, tore down the escutcheon. Thecrowd 
was afterwaras dispersed, andthe approach 
to the Club House occupied by the troops.

A BIG BLAZE, 


Destruction of the Miami Oil and Soap 
Works by Fire. 

CINCINNATI, June 18—The Miami Oil and Soap 
Works, building and machinery, owned by J. 
J. Gest and situated on KEifth street and ex- 
tending trom Eggleston avenue to Court street 
was totally destroyed by tire this morning. 
The building was brick, three stories 
high, besides basement and sub 
cellur. It fronted 120 feet on Culvert street, 
160 feet on Fifth street and So feet on Eggleston 
avenue. The fire started at 3 o’clock this 
morning and completed its work at II this 
forenoon when the walls tell in. The engines 
will have to work there all night and most of 
to-dav and to-morrow, Loss $209,000; insur- 
ance 360,000, distributed in many companies. 


FURIOUS CYCLONE, 


Houses, Barns, Trees, Cattle and Horses 
Destroyed by a Storm. 

CLEVELAND, O., June 18.—A severe storm 
sweptovera portion of Northern Ohio last 
night. Trees were uprooted, buildings blown 
down or unroofed by the wind and considera- 
ble damage by lightning and water. Near 
Centerbury a barn belonging to John Reinhardt 
was struck by lightning and destroyed. Near 
Mt. Liberty a railway bridge was partially 
washed away. Near Wakeman halt of Ruggles’ 
crove was felled by the cyclone. Several 
orcbards were more or less destroyed, barns 
were torn to pieces and horses and cattle kill- 
ed or injured. Violent thunder, vivid lightning 
and torrents of rain marked this storm, whose 
track was half a mile wide and duration one 
hour.

DENVER, June 18.—The Tribune’s Kokomo 
special says that that Al Higgins,a well known 
desperado, and Phil Foote, ex-Muarshal of 
Kokomo, being intoxicated began firing re- 
volvers atrandom.

Racine, Higgins fired 
at him, the shot just grazing nis head. 
Policeman Brown ordered him to be quiet,and 
was shot and dangerously wounded by lig: 
Eins. The desperndoes then fled to Receu, 
asmall village in the suburb, and prepared 
torresistunce. The Marshal and u posse pur 
sued, and after wounding Iliggius in the face 
captured him and Foote. Thev were taken to 
Lendville to avid lynching. There is much 
cAcitement.

un. HALL’S TRIBULATIONS. 


He Writes a Statement in Defense 
of Himself. 


What He Has to Say of the Value of 
Reputation and the Conspiracy 
to Destroy Him. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Until we have ourselves. become tlie vic- 
tim of the slanderer we do not estimate fully 
bow valuable a man’s reputation is to him. 
Reputation is property. To do injury toa 
man’s good name is just as much a crime 4s 
to steal his watch or burn his 
house. Yea, it is more and 
worse. Iago’s comparison between a 
man’s reputation and his purse is still a just 
one: 

„Who steals my purse steals trash, but he 
who filches from me my good name robs me of 
that which not enriches him, and makes me 
} oor indeed.’’ 

It is true there is a great difference between 
reputation and character—character being 
that which a man is, reputation that which he 


is reputed to be; and it may be said that to 
injure a person’s good name does not injure 
his character. rue; but practically as an 
injury that affects himin his property and in 
his relations with his fellow-men it is as 
bud for the time beinz while the 
slander lasts, to repute him evil or to prove 
him evil. A party may be iunoeent hut 
stand before the public broken in influenée, 
crippled in power, degraded in estimation, 
precisely as if he were guilty. Reputation 
and character may be compared to legal cur- 
reney and real estate. A man's real estate 
may be worth 0, 000, but it heis traveling 
in a strange country he cannot buy a paper of 
pins without currency. 

Money represents property, passes current 
for it. is the — medium of its influence. 
So, though a man should have the character 
of an angel and beconscious ofa perfect 
integrity. vet if his reputation for goodness 
is destroyed that goodness is without practi- 
ul service to him. Destroy his reputation 
and you destroy his influence for good, you 
injure his worldly prospects, you destroy that 
sympathy and good will of men towards him 
which can alone make bis goodness à force 
for good upon society, and all the 
while he may be in his heart one 
of the best men in the world. 
As a rich man without money in his pocket 
is sometimes beipless, so a good man without 
reputation has not his character where he can 
mike it available. 

a purty be innocent, therefore, 
the writer of ñ a slinderous article 
ugainst him is guilty of a crime compared 
with which the burning of his house, the de- 
struction of his income, the robbery of every 
dollar he has in the world and the murder of 
his dearest friend would be but child’s play. 
For reputation is not only a species of pro- 
perty; itis the most precious and sacred pro- 
perty that can be named—- more valuable than 
all others. 

Ifa man is guilty he ought to be punished, 
hut if he is innocent the one who pens the 
slander against him is guilty of acrime the 
most dastardly itis possible to commit,for 
the sad and terrible fact about this 
matter is that innocent parties ein 
never make their reputation goodl 
ard reinstate themselves in their former 
position in the public fegird.

NEW GUINKA. 


Among the Man-Hunters of that Unciv- 
ilized Island. 
From the San Fraacisco Chronick. 

The natives are generally hunters of human 
beads, and superstitious, but without idol- 
attv or religion of any kind, though they held 
the fig tree suered. They adopted some of 
the habits of the Malays in their way of liv- 
ing, growing tobaeco in some cases, and cul- 
tivating sugar can, the banana, Indian corn 
and beans. Mr. D’Aibertis found the men 
handsomely adorned with feathers or with 
bracelets and necklace of shells. They also 
wore ear-rings and bracelets of silver and 
other metals. They used iron, we 8, 
wooden lances pointed with cassowary bone, 
and bows and arrows. He found not Jess than 
tive dialects, if not languages, spoken along 
the southwest coast. 

At Ramoi, alittle villiage but a few miles 
fram the sea, he came in contact with a small 
population, which he considered to be of al- 
most pure blood. They were of dark color, of 
low stature, with woolly hair, small eyes and 
flattened noses. They seemed to me,” says 
the adventurer, “the poorest people in the 
world and the gloomiest. I was there a 
fortnight and never saw one of them laugh. 
They cultivate the earth and hunt with the 
bow and spear, followed by numbers of dogs. 
They wear several wooden amulets on their 
necks, wrapped in a piece of cloth. They 
believe in witchcraft and the evil eye, and 
have a sacred place not far from the village, 
into which I was never able to pene- 
trate. * * 9 They bury their 
dead in the forest. On a grave 
I observed a broken jar, and 
asked a child, who was acting as my guide, 
what wasinside the grave. Hereplied: A 
man. I asked him what he was doing under 
the earth. He answered that he was sleep- 
ing; ther, blowing on his hands he lifted 
them up, at the same time raising his eyes 
towards theheavens. In other places, as 
among the Arfaks, a tribe taking their name 
from the mountain they inhabit, Mr. D'Al- 
bertis Hound a fine race, tall of stature, strong 
and physically superiormto the inhabitants of 
thecoast,a type of the mountain tribes. 
Oceasionally he met with men who had thick, 
short beurds, and whose, bodies were covered 
all over with hair having a reddish tint and 
the skin being very dark, almost black. 
Among the Arfaks the men and women live 
in the same house, the women on one side 
and the men on the other, eating apart. 

The people are polygamous, and obtain 
their wives by purchase. The aged men of- 
ten have very young wives. They live by 
bunting and by cultivating bananas and yams, 
beth grow and make tobacco, are hunters of 
human heads, and preserve the heads as tro- 
phies. They converse willingly, but are not 
noisy, and have a somewhat melancholy ex- 
pression. Tbeir chiefs havea right to the 
heads of the slain. After a certain fashion 
they believe in the immortality of the soul, 
at any rate in the continuance of existence af- 
ter death, which is inferred from their cus- 
tom of supplving the graves of the departed 
with provisions, and from their exorcisms of 
the spirits of the slain. Attne extreme south- 
eustern limit of New Guinea, he found an- 
other mixture of type. 

The people were lighterin color than he 
had heretofore seen on the island, and had 
more regular features. Mr. D’Albertis’ 
general conclusion from this mixtures of 
types is, that two races, perhaps equally 
tu vage and primitive, have come in contact in 
New Guinca, in which the blending has taken 
place ina way to lead to wide departures 
110m each original stock. The same general 
mixture was tracedin thetribes found on 
the islands close to New Guinea. Everywhere 
be traveled he found the women in au in- 
terior position. They were handsomer than 
the men, had better physical development, 
but did the heavier work, while Papuan hus- 
bands devoted themselves to hunting and 
fishing. 

Usually they were nude to the waist, wear- 
ing alightskirt across the hips, or simply a 
covering of leaves braided together. They 
were always timid, and ran from the pres- 
ence of white men as they would from mad- 
dogs. On Yule Island, which is separated 
from New Guinea by a strait only three or 
four miles in width, Mr. D’Albertis found 
numerous and populows villages. Althouzh 
the inhabitants would rank as savages, their 
manners and customs were gentle, and they 
lived in a state of comparative well-being and 
bappiness. The physical facts about them 
Was that they differed greatly from the in- 
habitants of the northwest partof New Guin- 
ea, and seemed to be a mixed race, not true 
Papueuns, by whom is meant the inhabitants 
of the northwest of the island, excepting the 
Malay population, who are beginning to colo- 
nize some parts of that coast.

The Turkish Tragedy. 
From the New York Mall. 


The Sultan has drawn up a formal indiet- 
ment of the alleged murderers of his prede- 
cessor, Abdul Aziz, who five years ago was 
found dead in a pool of blood upon à sofa in 
the palace on the Bosphorus to which he was 
removed soon after his deposition by the 
Turkish Ministry in May, 1876. The trial js 
almost certain to reveal one of the most 
atrocious assassinations ever perpetrated, 
even in the Ottoman Empire. Although a 
jury of distinguished doctors examined the 
body of the dead ex-Sultan and after a careful 
— 2 — of the wound in each of his arms 
and the pair of scissors found lying at his side 
——. his death a case of suicide, it is 

ikely to be shown that their verdict was false 
and that a conspiracy of influential Pashas 
effected the death of the deposed Sultan, 
Whetber Murad Effendi, the nephew, heir 
abd successor of Abdul Aziz, was involved 
in the conspiracy remains to be shown, 
The motive which impels the esent Sultan 
to expose the revolting crime is undoubtedly 
the desire to protect his own life from recent- 
ly discovered conspiracies. Thus an inseru- 
table power employs the instinct of self-pres- 
ervation in the breast of the present Turkish 
monarch to bring retribution upon the au- 
thors of the revolting crime which robbed de- 
posed Abdul Aziz of life. It is evidently the 
purpose of the Sultan to make Midbat Pasha, 
the chief sufferer for the slaughter of the ex- 
sovereign, and the ingenious plea of the pris- 
oner tbat the present Sultan would never 
have reached the throne had not Abdil A217 
been murdered, may not avail to save him. 
Even if Abdil Aziz purposed a change in the 
order of succession to the throne and sold his 
sanction of the Russian occupation of Con- 
stantinople, his assassination after bis depo- 
sition was nevertheless monstrous. The. ex- 

osure and execution of his murderers will 
e a mencure of justice which may check 
somewhat the fiendish plottings which pro- 
duce such frequent Turkish tragedies. 


Devices for Stealing Ore. 
From a Pachuca (Mexico) Letter. 


When we had emerged into open air the 
manager took me tothe office and gave me 
some very rich specimens of Ore, some con- 
taining native stiver, and these with others 
obtained later made a most excellent series 
for cabinet and laboratory use. Most ofthem 
were obtained from the men asthey came out 
of the mine. Each gang works twelve hours, 
and the work goes on night and dav without 
cessation the month through. As the men 
come out of the mine and pass through the 
Cate they are searched—three times in all— 
for silver ore, vet they often manage to carr 
away agreat dealinthe course of a mont 
which they dispose of to the small haciendas 
in town which “‘beneficiate”’ on their own 
account. Their methods of concealmcnt are 
various and artful. One was to hollow the han- 
dies of their hammers, which they were per- 
mitted to carry out of the miaes with them, 
and fill them full of ore; anotherto pulver- 
ize the ore and roll it up in cigarette papers; 
another to have it in little bags, so arranged 
with strings that they could change it from side 
to side, under their loose shirts, or serapes, 
when the keeper was passing his hands over 
them they conceal it between 
their; toes, in their ears and in 
the last places ene would think of; 
their scanty clothing offers no aid to hid- 
ing. In the Rosario there is an old shaft 400 
fect inlength, leading from the top of the 
hillinto the mine; it was long since aban- 
doned, and is now used as a chimney for one 
of the ‘engines in the mines. For a long 
time great quantities of ore were missing.

A CUT-OFF. 


The New Missouri Pacific Line 
From Laclede to Labadie. 


A Proposition From the ’Frisco People 
to Buy the Franklin Branch. 


The important parttne Laclede and Creve 
Coeur Railroad, just approaching completion, 
is to play inthe future operation of the Mis- 
souri Pacific is not generally known. Indeed 
there isa purposein keeping the plans quiet. 
The road has been looked upon as suburban 
feeder. It leaves the Missouri Pacific at La- 
clede Station, just beyond the city limits, 
and is now built to Creve Cour Lake. 
The supposition has been that the lake was 


to be the terminus. Such, however, is not the 
design of the builders. Purties are now secur- 
ing 

’ THE RIGHT OF WAY 
along the south line ot the Missouri River all 
the way through St. Louis and for a considera- 
ble distance into Franklin county. The con- 
cessions are being obtained asif the new road 
was an independent road, the really interested 
corporation not wishing to appear anxious in 
the matter lest the owners of property should 
rungup the value of the property. 

The purpose as learned from reliable sources 
is to run the new 1oad from Laclede to Laba- 
die, two points on the Pacific Road. It will 
form a portion of the main line when ready for 
operation. The distance by the new route is 
seven miles less than by the old, but there is a 
more important consideration than this. The 
Creve Cour road avoids the heavy grades 
which makes thisend of the Missouri Pacific 
so troublesome. 

THE HILL AT BARRETT’S 
and other steep inclines are 
ed and railroad men Say that 
trains double those now hauled over the 
old road can pass over the new without any 
trouble. Other considerations which favor 
the cut-off are the avoidance of the Meramec 
bridges, the tunnels and the sharp curves 
under overhanging cliffs. 

From Laclede to Creve Cour there is but one 
bad grade, und itis nothing like half a dozen 
thut ure encountered this side of Franklin. 
From the lake to Labadie the route will be one 
of comparatively easy construction. 

Having learned something of the contem- 
plated cut-off the St. Louis land Iron Mountain 
people entered into negotiations with the Mis- 
souri Pacilic, thinking the latter corporation 
might be willing to sell the old round from 
Franklin to Laclede. The management ot the 
Missouri Pacific has ulwavs contended that 
there was no money in the suburban 
travel, which will be about all there is 
left on that portion of the road when 
the cut-off goes into operation. It seein- 
ed to the would-be purchasers that the 
time was u good one to make a bargain. At- 
ter some talk, however, the project fell 
through, the Missouri Pacific not being ready 
to consider detinite propositions. Failing in 
this direction the St. Louis and San Francisco 
directors immediately voted 

THREE MILLION DOLLARS 
to build their own road in from Franklin. It is 
seid that they can dothis und save over $100, - 
Ma yearas compared with the present ex- 
per sive arrangements. Thetruafficof the st. 
Louis and San Franci:co is larger than gener- 
ally supposed. Last year this road 
paid the Missouri Pacific $400,000 
to gettheirtrains over the Pacific between 
St. Loui: and Franklin. The investment of 
thiee millions of dollars which can be got at 
tive per cent will give the St. Louis and San 
Francisco people their own road to 
the city at N cost ot $150,000, 
ayear, and they can bid for their share of 
suburban travel, none of which they get now. 
It is the intention of the San Francisco man- 
avementto develop and encourage suburban 
settlement all along their new line. An officer 
of the roud says that the action of the House 
of Delegates in limiting the fare within 
the city limits to five cents during 
certain hours is satisfactory to the company 
and will be accepted in its spirit and letter. 
The company hope to make quite a feature of 

SUMMER TRAVEL, 
and will do all that can be done reasonably 
to encourage it. It is hoped thatthe Upper 
Hiouse will act promptly on the Dill 
granting the right of way before 
adjournment as the company wish tocom- 
mence work at once. If the bill should not 
go throngh before the summer recess there 
will be au delay of some months in operations. 

It is 3 possible that the Missouri Pucifie 
people will conclude they want to sell 
the old line from Pacific or Franklin 
to Laclede, but they will have 
to open negotiations and that shortly, as the 
San Francisco management is engaged in 
earnest in preparations for the independent 
line. The Missouri Pacitic has hitherto thrown 
obstacles in the way of the r but they 
rather have the effect to make the city author- 
ities favor the San Francisco. 

The Creve C@ur road to the lake has not 
vet been tormally opened, but it is complete 
and the construction is said to be of the mos¢ 
substantial quality. Trial trains have been 
run through to the lake. On the Fourth of 
July excursions will run all day.

Death by Lightning. 
From the New York Herald. 


The number of deaths that have been caused 
this spring by lightning is unusually large; 
the several fatal casuulties that occurred dur- 
ing Tuesduy’s storm formed but a small part 
ot the total of similar uccidents that have 
been reported during the season. The scien- 
tists will probably tind some plausible explan- 
ation of the violence of these electrical dis- 
turbances; they will talk learnedly of possible 
troubles within the eurth’s own crust, of sun 
spetsand meddlesome comets; but none of 
these things can quiet the apprehensions that 
have been roused in nervous minds by 
electricity’s mne recent vagaries. The 
best way to abate such fears is to note 
that most of the casualties, fatal and 
otherwise, befell people who were transgress- 
ing the mtg | precautions to be observed 
during severe thunder storms. Two boys who 
who were killed had taken refuge under a soli- 
tary tree. Some of the men who were injured 
were under an isolated clump ot trees. Most 
of the others were handling metallic tools or 
utensils, and one who was on the water proba- 
bly attracted the lightning with the long oyster 
tongs which he held. Lightning’s delight in 
metals is well known, and so is its partiality 
tor elevations like church spires, flagstaffs, 
lone trees and houses that are not near any 
other objects above the ground level. Prudence 
dictates that all such elevations should be 
given a wide berthina thunder storm, even 
utthe risk of wsoaking. Prudence also pro 
tests aguinst the handling of metallic tools 
out of doors while the storm is attending to 
business.

All About the Hand-Coverings of St. 
a Louis Maidens.

A Serviceable List for Gentlemen 
Who Flave Lost at the Races. 


History of the Glove—The Mailed Gaunt- 
let—Curious Phases of the 
Glove’s Uses. 


No article of dress has been more written 
about by the poets than the gauntlet. It bas 
figured in romance and story and has been 
the instrument of more thrilling ex- 
ploits of kaleidoscopic colors than 
ail the other urticles of toggery. 
It is no new invention, but is savory and 
yencrable with age. Homer mentions that 
Socrates wore gloves while working in the 
garden, and Xenophon cbronicles that Cyrus 
was sometimes accustomed to appear in pub- 
lie without this covering for his hands. 

All down through the middle ages gloves and 


guuntlets constitute an important feature. 


‘ 
The custom of giving a glove as a pledge in 


concluding a contractis very ancient, from 
which is supposed to be derived the later cus- 
tom of throwing down a clove as a challenge, 
which the opposite party accepts by picking 
up the article and casting down his owu. 
This manner of bidding defiance can be 
traced back in England to 1245, and the ro- 
mances of the period bristle with scenes 
where the ring of the mailed gauntlet, as it is 
dashed at the feet of the visored knight, 
gives notice of the climax. 

Everybody has heard the tale of the two 
young men who quarreled about a lady fair, 
and who agreed, instead of resorting to mortal 
combat, that each should wear a black glove 
on his left hand. the one who was first seen 
without the token by bis rival to kill himself 
without more ado. The younger, many years 
afterwards, when aboutto be wedded to the 
lady of his choice, is surprised in the midst of 
his cuests and, having laid aside the token, 
is compelled in wecordance with his pledge to 
end bis life. 

In those times hand coverings were the 
subjects of special regard. They were made 
of the most costly material, ornamented with 
precious stones, and worn by kings and 
princes. Deprivation of gloves was a sign of 
cecredation. It Was her love 
that 11 lady ruve to her 
faithful knight to wear in his helmet as a 
pledge of her favor. In parts of. Europe 
several curious customs are still connected 
with it. For instance, in Chermay gloves 
must be taken off when entering the stable of 
agreatmanon penalty of the forfeiture of 
ibe same or of their value to the servants. 

In hunting the same ceremony must be 
performed atthe death of the stag on the 
kame penalty. It used to be an old 
aphorisin that for a glove to be well made and 
to fit properly three nations should com- 
bime in its manufacture—Spain — to 
dress the leather, France to cut 
t and England to Se it. 
This, however, has long since ceased to 
bold, and the French have monopolized to 
themselves all three functions, although in 
England and America some work of the 
coarser kind is done. It is stilla proverb 
that agentleman can be told by his shoes 
and gloves, and the latter portion with a 
change of terms is as strictly applicable to 
ladies. 

No part of her costume gives the lady more 
anxiety, nor, when properly fitted, leads her 
to more conquests. A small, shapely hand, 
With tapering digits, enclosed in neat titting 
gloves, Which properly displays the symene-

A MEDICINE MISSION. 


The Closing of the Dispensary Likely to 
Make a New @all. 

The closing of the Dispensary is already be- 
ginning to work considerable hardship among 
the indigent sick who have been accustomed 
hitherto to tind surcease of sorrow for phy- 
sical ills within the kindly if grimy walls of 
the City Hall. They are now forcedto beg 
their drugs as they get their bread, from door 
to door. The city economises by saying to 
the poor: We will not spend a few cents upon 
you now, so go off and get very 
sick and then we will put 
you in the hospitals and spend dollars on 
rou. Just how thenew sy-tem works was il- 
lustrated to a Post-DISPATCH reporter, who 
sat fora few momeuts in the forlorn Dispen— 
sary this morning. Julia Ann Smith, an old 
negro woman Whose head bore the ashes of 
seventy Winters came in. 

Doctor, I'se awful sick inthe stummick, 
or se bean afoolin’’roun’ wid the collick 
twell ’its kind a got meall tangled up tite.”’ 

Dr. Gon took un inventory 
of her pains and aches and 
wrote out the customary vellow 
prescription: “Lon know, Auntie,” he re- 
marked, **vou can't get any medicine here— 
youll bave to get it somewhere else.“ 

Well, wha’ else am I gwine to git it?“ 

„ don’t know.” 

„done heard tell out dis, 'n I guess 
this old town’s about played out. Dey won't 
let a po’ cullud woman have a dog withouten 
she pays free dollahs fo’ it, u I guess the 
next thing they’ll goto taxin’ the cats er git 
us all eatin’ out by the rats. Now l' worked 
hard in this city goin’on sixty vear 'n! 
guess the Mavor must be as poor as Jam, or 
som’ h’re up.“ 

Julia departed to get her medicine the best 
way she could, wondering audibly whether 
it wouldn't be better to take the prescription 
in its written state. 

Mrs. Smith, an old [rish woman from Sec- 
ond and Biddle streets, was the next victim. 
As soon as she heard that the quinine 
und assafw@tida were not to be had for love 
she threw up her bands and remarked, **Well, 
istLis what we cet for electing a Black Re- 
publican Mayor?” Serious'y the closing of the 
drug store at the Dispensary is a great hard- 
ship. Inthe past vear 26,59% persons have 
been treated there who were bona fide resi- 
dents ot the citv and entitled to relief. and 
besides this 596 tramps and non-re-idents 
Were attended to. The lines of charity nave 
been drawn very closely by tae Doctors iu 
Charge of the Dispensary heretofore, 
as the means at their com- 
mand were limited and the 
feeling has been emphatically in favor of the 
proverb that charity begins at home. y no 
means all of the work of the physicians has 
een iu the Dispensary. The greater por- 
tien Of it is outdoor visiting. During the 
last vear 4,479 visits were made to sick out- 
door patents; 3.275 prescriptions from out- 
side physicians Were filied at the Dispensary 
in the saine time. 

It isa serious question what shall be done 
With these 40,000 indigent sick which the 
city annually produces for the ecxre of the 
Charitable, Prescriptions «lone without 
medicines to correspond will do chem com- 
porary little good. Some scheme has to 
ve provided to vet them drugs, and it is prob- 
able that a Medicine Mission will be organized 
instead of the Fresh Air Mission and the 
Flower and Ice Missions, which are admitted 
to he not only as useful but not as vitally 
necessary as this. The matter has been talk- 
ed about already, and it is likely that in a 
very short time something will be done.

PRETTY PATTI. 


The Probabilities of the Diva’s Profes- 
sioual Visit to America. 
From the New York Times, Inne 12. 

The dispatch in vesterday’s Times an- 
nouneing the failure in Mr. Rullmann’s nego- 
tintions for Mine. Adelina Putti's appearance 
in America next October, caused no little 
colument in musical and theatrical circles. 
Only one or two persons were aware that ar- 
rangements were progressing between the 
parties named, and these were rather sur- 
prised that the very liberal offers made to the 
diva should not have been accepted. A 
well-known entreprenneur, who for a fort- 
night bas watched the course of affairs, 
wus questioned by a representative of the 
Times in regard to the matter, and chat- 
ted as follows: Mme. Patti has had pro- 
posals to visit America from at least fift 
persons connected and unconnected wit 
music and drama. She would long since 
bave accepted reasonable terms for this or 
next vear from responsible people, but, as 
some ot the bidders would have found it as 
easy to pay her $10,000 as $500 a nizht, they 
offered her $10,000; and, to borrow an ex- 
pression from Minister Schenck’s|poker glos- 
sary, ‘raised the ante’ beyond everybody's 
reach. Signor Nicolini is no more responsi- 
ble for urging Mme. Patti to demand ‘the 
world’ than two or three of these irresponsi- 
ble individuals. The story of the case is very 
simple. Last year, Mme. Patti, fretting over 
her ambiguous social position in London 
und in Paris, worried over her acquisition 
of a manor in Wales, and sighing for 
new worlds to conquer, thought it 
would bea good thing totry her fortunes in 
the United States. She first sentto her law- 
vers to ascertain whether a contract entered 
into years previously with Mr. Maurice 
Strakosch and binding her to give him the 
refusal of her services in America, on the 
same terms offered her by any other manager, 
could be set aside. On being told that this 
could not be done, she offered Mr. Maurice 
Strakosch 100,000 francs for a release, re- 
marking atthe same time that she would 
never put a farthing into the pockets of any 
of her relatives. Mr. Maurice Strakosch,who 
had just swelled his collection of ninety-nine 
„aus of pew opera houses to be erected in 
different parts of the globe bv an elaborate 
design for a hundredth, to be put up in Paris 
as soon as hecould get nearer that city than 
Boulogne-sur-Mer, uccepted the offer, and 
received 40,000 frances down, with a note for 
the balance, payable onthe, day of Mme. 
Patti’s armvalin America. Then the songs- 
tress commenced thinking seriously of her 
American tour. Signor Pollini, of Hamburg, 
wis originally spoken of as her impresario, 
and this gentleman requested Mr. Rudolf 
Bial to look intothe question of halls, ete. 
Meantime, the lacy’s inteution was noised 
about, and offers of engagement were for- 
warded her by the dozen. She would, how- 
ever, come to no decision until the success or 
failure of her Paris season was an accom- 
plished fact. The step taken in securing ca- 
bins ab ard the Servia in October would indi- 
cate that the impression made by her 
stay in Paris was such as to convince 
her that a spell of absence from 
Europe could do her no harm. Negotiations 
commenced with Mr. Rullmann two weeks 
ago. Mr. Rullmann visited the prima donna 
in her castle in Wales. It required half a 
day to reach the place from London, and the 
delights of the journey may be imagined 
when the visitor wrote to his friends that he 
would rather cross the ocean twice in Decem- 
ber than repeatthe trip. Mr. Rullmann of- 
fered $5,000 a concert for fifty concerts, an 
eXtra sum for Signor Nicolini, and all travel- 
ing expenses. Signor Nicolini told Mme. 
Patti that she ought to demand = 2,000,000 
frarnes for their American tour,—i. e., $8,000 
a concert, —and not one sou less. And there- 
upon they parted. Lou ask me 
Whether Mme. Patti will come in the 
fall. Who can tell? In my opinion, Sig. 
Franchi—her agent ior the past fliteen years, 
aud ter oniv avent—will endeavor to secnre 
far her engugements in Spain, Germany and 
lialy ona basis of about $2,500 or $5,000 a 
nizht—a larger certainty than this she has 
never reccived—and if he does so, the visit to 
America will be quietly deferred for atwelve- 
month. If not, as I cannot imagine that any 
nuinager Who has the wherewithal to deposit 
the 100,000 or so which will be needed as 
2 guarantee Will care to offer Mine. Patti more 
than $5,000 a concert, she may come to this 
country with her agent, hire halls-and sing 
a ses riques et perils. Ii her receipts average 
7 10,% a concert for fifty concerts she will 
urn about SSO a concert. The only ques- 
tion is, Will they?’ As Goethe puts it: ‘Grau 
ist alle Theorie.’ ”

Red and blue fast colored cottons are used 
in embroidering linens; a conventional pat- 
tern, as a border, finished off by ravelling the 
ends,and knotting them into fringe is very 
effective. 


Japanese records assert that the art of 
lacquering Which they bring to such perfec- 
tion Was invented inthe first century of the 
Christin era, and their histories contain in 
accountofa distinguished painter who in 
1200 founded a particular school of decora- 
tive art. 

Lyons velvet makes a beautiful ground for 
embroidery, but nu must be worked in a frame 
and requires to be backe with a thin cotton 


or linen lining if any weight of work is in- 
tended. Screens of such velvet worked in 
crewe!s and lightened with silks are very 
fashionable and very effectiye. 

Capital portieres are made of army blank- 
ets, embroidered in colored sills. Ordinary 
bed ticking worked in colored silks with cross 
bars of narrow velvets, in couched work, 
makes very nice satchels, and if lined with 
quilted silk and finished with cord, a very 
6 Sepak gift can be fashioned of this ma- 
terial. 

The groundwork of lacquer is formed of 
the sap of a tree called urushi, which pro- 
duces vegetable wax, for the sake of which it 
is largely cultivated. From this lacquer var- 


. nish is made, which is sold at prices varyin 


from eignty cents to one dollar per hundre 
weight. No European process has ever yet 
attained the glaze of Japanese lacquer. 


There is one specimen only of Persian por- 
celainin New York city. It is a bow! of 
coarse ware, and is painted with blue com- 
mon color and has no interesting design. The 
interest simply lies in the fact of its antiqui- 
ty. Originally in possession of a relative of 
the Shah of Persia, it was bought at the Vi- 
enna exhibition and placed in the Museum of 
Artin New York. 


Holbein embroidery, as it is called, is an 
imitation of an ornamental drapery in the 
paintings of the celebrated artist. It is va- 
riously worked in stem stitch, satin and 
krooted stitch, in different colored silks and 
gold thread.

FIVE CENTS FARE, 


The Question That Is Again Agitating the 
Minds of Cote Brillianters, 

The residents ot Cote Brilliante and Rinkel- 
ville are again humbly, but anxiously, inguir- 
ing about how soon they may expect trans- 
portation forS5cents, Last winter an ordin- 
ance was put through the Municipal Assem— 
bly, two of the sections of which are as fol- 
lows: . 

Src. 3. The Citizens Railway shall not 
charge and collect more thun a single fare of 
live cents in tickets, or seven cents in cash 
when tickets are not used, over its road or any 
part thereof, between Fourth and Morgan 
streets and its terminal points at the Six Mile 
House on the St. Charles Rock road, at the 
King’s Highway and Natural Bridge Plank 
10d and at the FuairGrounds. Its cars shall 
be operated along the extension designated at 
intervals not exceeding fifteen minutes from 
sik a.m. to nine a. m., and from five p. m. to 
eight p.m., and at intervals not exceeding 
thirty minutes from nine a. m. to five p. m.. 
and from eight p. m. toeleven p. m., for the 
first ten vears thereatter, subject to be resu- 
lated by the Municipal Assembly. 

She. 4. The Citizens’ Railway shall be con- 
nected and opérated asffar as the Six Mile 
House on the St. Charles Rock 
road within six months from «and 
after the acceptance of this ordinance. To etf- 
tect and establish said extension, any of the 
franchises, privileges or rights of way of the 
Fair Ground and Suburban Railroad Company 
which may be transferred to the Jitizens’ Rail- 
way Company or surrendered by notification 
thereof, given tothe Mayor of thecity of Sr. 
Louis, shall become possessed and be enjoyed 
by the Citizens’ Railway Company, its success- 
ors or assigns, as fully us though herein spe- 
cially granted. 

This was approved of December 2, 1830, after 
which thirty days was granted the company to 
file their acceptance with the City Register, 
which was done about the middle of January. 

According to the ordinance its provisions 
do not take effect until six montis 
after the date of the filing of the 
acceptance, <A large amount of the property 
in this portion of the city 1s held by persons 
who have saved enough money to make pur- 
Chases but could not afford to build and live 
there while they will be obliged to pay twenty 
cents for car fare every day. The larger pro- 
perty holders contend that to this the siow 
progress that Cote Brilliante has made is at- 
tributable, It is expected that the 
company will reduce the fare to 
five cents after July 1, though they are not 
obliged to do so until July 18. Those thus 
hoping are credited with more fuith than 
sense.

tor the purposes of business and the ptss- 


ing of vehicles. The property adjoining the 
route of anv means of transit, which is used 
foreither business or residence purpose, 
would be very greatly injuredif the cars 
were run close to it; hence the promoters of 
this enterprise, to which we are inviting 
your attention this afternoon, have vonceiv- 
the idea of establishing what this city 
sreatly needs—a boulevard. This boulevard 
is to be one hundred and fifty feet 
wide. Starting at Sixth street 
und utilizing Walnut street for that 
purpose it is to go directly out to Forest 
Purk.

‘orest Park, opening and widentnug the street 
us i goers, It is submitted for your careful 
consideration that no other street in the city 
can be selected where property can be 
do cheaply bought and so safely dedicated to 

ublic use as that street. As it now stands 
tis next to worthless. ‘You will find by 

looking at the mapthat between Sixth and 
Fourteenth streets the city bas lately opened 
Walnut street, but on Fourteenth street it 
has stopped again. It bas lately opened Wal- 
nut street between Tenth and [wellth streets, 
opening it to the park; beyond the perk Wal- 
nut street stops and private property fronts 
on Tiirteeath street. After you pass Four- 
tecnth street, however, and when vou get 10 
Filtecnih street Walnut street is open for 
only one block when it is again closed. Pass- 
ing then over private property till vou get to 
Seventeenth street it is about half opened 
nvain in an srreguler line from what it left off 
between Fifteenth and Sixteenth, aud there it 
runs only one block to Eighteenth street, 
Waere itis again confronted by private prop- 
erty Which obsiructs it. It then resumes 
over Fichtecnth street in a sort of cv] de sac. 
and out upon Jefferson avenue vou tind it 
aguin obstructed by private property. Tais 
takes it almost Worthless as a thoroughfare; 
Wheress by looking atthe map, justto the 
right of the diagram already showa, yoru will 
see how the greund will appear when the 
company shall have completed its work. 
Sterting out from Sixth and Walnut streets 
there willbe street one hundred ani fifty 
feet wide, The property on either side to 
the lines of lots the company will buy ant 
will dedicate one hundred and fifty feet to the 
citv. They will, of course, have to ask leave 
of the ¢.t) totraverse the park, but in con- 
siderationgof that the company promises to 
ereet an elegant structure for a devot, Wie 
will be so convenient to the Union Depot that 
ua Pusschger getting off the cars there need 
walk only a block and a half to get to a place 
Where he cen take cars for any point up dn 
the line ot the railway, and our prepositi oa 
is to cerry him tor vot exceeding ten cents 
from any station all over the main line of the 
branches to anv part of the citv, and for tive 
cents between 5 and 7 o'clock in the morniay 
and between the same hours in the evening. 
This five cent arrangement is for the bene:

but it is Lor the Advantage of 
the mannfecturers ana emplovers as well as 
the empioves. If, however, we pursue this 
route ob Walnut street (for I wish to keep 
the thread of my remarks) vou will see that 
it makes al eautit“ul boulevard, running over 
ground thet is now occunied not asa street 
but as residence property aud for other pur- 
poses thatere of very lettle value to the pub- 
lic or the owners themselves. 

After this improvement shali have been 
made the adjoining property will be very 
valuable for business purposes; andit is to 
the difference in price between what that 
property can now be bought for and what 
it will be worth aiter this enterprise is an ac- 
complished fact that the investors of money in 
this enterprise look for a return. This is a 
frank and canaid statement, but there is no 
use in making any secret of it because it is 
apparent the company may reasonably hope 
to vet their money back in this way. We ex- 

ct that property that is now worth only a 

ittie over two millions will be worth seven 
or eight millions when this road is built and 
this line of travel is established. The stations 
contemplated willbe, the first at Twelfth 
stieet, the second at Seventecnth, 
the third at Mercer street, the 
fourth at Jcfferson avenue, the nextat Car- 
dinal avenue, the next at Channing avenue, 
und from there ou out tothe park. If it is 
necessary tnere will be other statious ecrecte ! 
but for the present those named will be sual- 
ticent. 

The north and south lines will furnish con- 
venient access to che various parks. at Ciron- 
delet and O’Fallon Park, the Fair Grounds, 
Bellefontaine and Calvary Cemeteries,and the 
many places of interest which are now com- 
paratively rare to access by either the resi- 
dents of our city orthe stranger who can- 
not spare time to visit remote localities, 
owing to the tire which must be consumed 
in going from the hotels or the hospitable res- 
idences Where such visitors are generally en- 
tertained. 

Without saving anything whatever in dis- 
paragement of other proposed elevated rail- 
Ways, it is no more than fair to call your 
attention to the fact that 
while some of the schemes for an elevated 
railway propose to run through Forest Park 
us they see tit, we have limited ourselves to 
running adjacent and pu rallel to the line oc- 
cupied by the Wabash Railroad, so as not to 
cut up the park or deface or interfere with 
it, or with access to it; and also to prevent 
interference with teams driving through the 
park. 

In regard to the branches, one running 
downto Carondelet and the other up into 
North St. Louis, we are proposing a system 
by which a rapid and convenient means of 
transit can be established from one part of 
the city tothe other. We thought it would 
be a better thing for the public to have these 
lines with « central station than to have ouly 
one hne built to Forest Park. All we ask is 
that the relative merit of the plan we propose 
and the other plans proposed may be taken 
into consideration, with the view that these 
other companies have all contemplated 
running their iine through allevs which 
would destroy the residence property on both 
sides clear through to the street and make it 
impossible to have any privacy in the second 
stories of the houses along which those rail- 
Ways propose to pass. That would disturb 
the quiet of that part of the houses where 
people are in the habit of having their family 
rooms; and it would also injure the value of 
the property clear through to the street with- 
out compensating the owners for the depriv- 
ation of it. Take a street like Walnut street 
where property can be bought at prices that 
will justify a company in buying it—dedicate 
150 fect through the center of it to the city 
and run trains of cars in a way that will in- 
jure nobody’s property and the chief damage 
of which will be the damage that inay be 
done to the company which is formed for the 
purpose of — 4 this land, and you have 
the problem solved. That does not interfere 
with the property of other people, and if 
there is any injury done itis an injury sim- 

ly to the gentlemen who invest their money 
n the enterprise. 

I need scarcely, before this commit- 
tee, expatiate upon the advantage of bringing 
from six to ten millions of dollars capital to 
the city of St. Louis, and of increasing the 
rapidity with which people can get to their 
places of business. Such a road wiil be a 
boom, indeed, to that class of our pop- 
ulation to whom Forest Park is like some 
foreign territory beyond the seas, because 
they cannot reach it. By the closest economy 
the poorer class of our people cannot get 
money enough to take their families to Forest 
Park: but if this railway is established they 
will be able to reach there at the small cost of 
five cents a head—no more than it costs them 
now to take aline of strect cars. The fact is, 
we cannot utilize that park for the great mass 
of our people the way thingsare now. Ik is 
simply a paradise for the rich and a terra 
incognita for the poor. Still it belongs to the 
poor just as much as to the rich. and was es- 
tablished for the very purpose of furnishing 
fresh air and a pleasant place of resort for the 
toiling thousands of our city. 


St. Louis must keep up with the demands 
of the age. We cannot afford to stand 
still. The improvements of our day, 
the mechanical contrivances which are 
— — being discovered, the facilities for 
travel and for enjoyment, all require thata 
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not keep pace with those improvements and 
iaviliti¢és our population will leave us and 
scek homes where they can live more com- 
fortably and find greater attractions. A 
great city like ours requires places of harm- 
lers, innocent amusement; but as it is now 
our public parks are so remote from the city 
that itis impossible for any but the rich to 
get to them. We must keep our city up to 
the march of progress. We have the health- 
iext city of its size on the globe, according to 
statistics, and we shouid in addition co hav- 
ing it healthy make it pleasant. It is our 
cutyto promote the future interests of the 
el just as the free-minded and liberal- 
irned men who have gone before us built 
it up in times past and made it a city of 
which we are perhaps too proud. There are 
mony things that we should do before we set- 
tle ourselves down and say we 
have done all that we could do. 
We have not dove all that we could do. We 
must keep pace with the age, and this enter- 
prise ix just in that direction. It is intended 
to bean advantage to everybody—a disad- 
Vantage to nobody. Weare seeking for uo 
bem fits except those which the men who 
— interested iu it will share with the pub- 
15 — 
The idew of a boulevard is more important 
os afeuture of this enterprise than the ele- 
vated railway itself. The elevated railway 
is hound to come to St. Louis some 
time or other; the people will have it after 
awhile if not now; but they never will get 
unother chance to get a boulevard, because 
ten vears from now it will be impossible to 
acquire property along Walnut street at any 
price that would warrant its purchase for 
sueh a purpose. The gentlemen who are in- 
terested im this enterprise have availing them- 
sclves of the services of experienced. efigincers 
and competent men, as the computations and 
work thut you see done on these maps 
attest. If unybody objects that this 
thing is tov magnificent and Na- 
poleonic for successful execution, I desire to 
sy that we have fully cousidered the matter 
and are fully satistied that we can carry it 
out. All we askisthe franchise, and if we 
do not put it into operation within one year 
secording tothe terms of the ordinance, it is 
dend. I think the fact that such men as those 
Whose names appear here have embarked in 
the undertaking is a sufficient guarantee 
that it will be successfully carried out. 
I submit that these gentlemen are respon- 
sible paities and that they are worthy of 
the confidence of the public. It itis found 
cut that they cannot doit, there is very little 
bum done and nobody is hurt. It should be 
our objectto make the City of St. Louis au 
attractive place not only for those visiting it, 
butalso for those living init, and above ali

In such 
regions you cau assert and test your manhood 
by manly manual labor. There are no Mrs. 
Grundys, nor any of your sisters or your 
cousins or your aunts to object. In such parts 
ef our blessed country “a man is a man for a’ 
that.” Yes, and more of a man, too, at least 
he is so regarded. If you can get away out of 


few hundred dollars in your pocket, all tae 
better, but do not make up your mind what 
you will do with it antil you have located 
voulself, for an Eastern nan cannot tell the 
wants of a Western country until he has had 
Western life experience.

spusinodic excitement,it has kept on the even 
tenor of its way until sinall capital has be- 
come large cap.tal,and its merchants are 


| noted for their general air of prosperity. The 


unceusing thud and rattle and whistle of 
many mills keeps the atmosphere in constant 
vibration, and becomes bearable when it is 
understood that silver bricks are the 
result of all thut rattle and noise. About 
2,000 inhabitants is the population of the 
town of Tuscarora, polling a little over 600 
votes. It is the principal market forthe 
vegetable ranches located on the other side 
of the valleyin the canyons and foothills of 
another grand range of mountains about nine 
miles distant. Mountain streams of more 
or less volume make their way adown the 
canyons towards the center of the valley, 
where they add to the waters of tbe Ownyhee 
River, which in its turn adds tothe volume 
of the Snake River, the Snake tothe Colum- 
bia andthe Columbia to the great Pacific 
Ocean. 

The stagefare from Elks to Tuscarorais 
$7 and the route is not an unpleasant one, as 
it gives the traveler a fair idea of the coyntry 
in which he is probably about to make a tem- 
porary home. If you would see it in its glory 
it must be in springtime when the 
melting snows have alike irrigated the moun- 
tain s'opes and the desert — for at such 
time the slopes, canyons, plateaus and valleys 
are litterally carpeted with verdant grasses 
and thickly bestudded with wild flowers in 
such profusion and endless variety that I 
have often wondered why florists have not 
given some attention to the collection of 
pe and plants from these so-called desert 
ands. 

Placer mines in the vicinity of Tuscarora 
find oocupation for about one hundred China- 
men, and about nine years ago first called at- 
tention of Americans to this region as a min- 
ing district. Quartz discoveries soon follow- 
ed,and after such discoveries came mills, 
stores, a town and agricultural surroundings. 
Following the Owhvee in its course to the 
ocean nortbwest from Tuscarora the stage 
route takes us through a fine graz 
ing country, and here after hay 
barvesting we can see ammoth 
stacks containing from 100 tons even to 1,000 
tons in the stack. My observation and ex- 
perience and a knowledge ot the experlence 
of others allow me to say that the finest 
rarges for stock in the world aré found in 
Northeastern Nevada. It is computed that 
the percentage of loss of stock during the 
inclement weather of last winter did not 
reach ten percent in this region, and itis 
evident that stock raising pays, for the old 
stock men of that part of Nevada, viz: Mur- 
phy, Hanks, Byrne and Pallialto, number 
their stock by thousands and are always 
ready to buy more. Fifteen miles adown the 
stream is *Ford’s rauche and way station. 
Here the stage changes horses and continues 
the journey to Cornucopia, a mining town 
niny miles further north. Bythe bye this 
ranche and station is for sale, and 
would make home for 
11 working has a 
few hundreds and who would wish to take a 
chance in anew country. A steady income 
is receivable from the stagecompany for at- 
tention to their stock, and the bay cut upon 
the runche can also be sold to the company at 
good prices, as there isnocompetition. This 
place is noted for its excellent fishing, duck- 
hunting, etc., and many parties make it 
headquarters. Sixteen miles from here is 
the new Camp of Good Hope, showing matty 
good prospects, a new ten-stamp mill and 
about fifty miners full of dreams and hopes 
of vig bonanzas and with a little (sometimes 
too much) bad whisky thrownin. But such 
is life, at least in a mining camp, new or old. 

Twenty-five miles from Ford’s, on the mail 
route to Mountain City, is the beautiful val- 
ley of Silver Creek, in White Rock 
district. liere I have seen raised 
on ope,acre eighty bushels of the finest 
barley, With an average of sixty-six bushels 
to the crop, and nine, ten and twelve tons of 
potatoes to the acre. This is pretty good for 
a sage brush, mountain country, but these 
are facts. Chicago, New York and London 
will divide the honors in securing a foothold 
in White Rock district, baving purchased 
twenty rich claims and two or three well de- 
veloped mines in that region. <A stxty-stamp 
mill al in a few months give evidence of 
their confidence in the investment.

AGRICULTURAL WINNOWINGS.

Items of Interest to Farmers and 
Housekeepers, 


The Making of Butter—Grass for Pigs 


Best Breeds of Cattle—-Hungarian 
Grass and Millet—Farm Notes— 
Household Recipes, Etc. 


New York markets are now quoted as fol- 
lows: “Choice dairy butter, forty cents; 
common and western, five to ten cents per 
pound.” Choice table butter is not in 
sufficient supply in our cities at twenty-five 
cents per pound, while the grocery stores are 
piled to the ceiling with mixed common but- 
ter that would not bring an average of eight 
cents per pound in any market in this coun- 
try. What is true of this market is also ap- 
plicable to all the commercial centers of our 
State. 

Really good butter is a luxury that can not 
be produced at a profit forless than twenty- 
five cents per pound, and there is no immedi- 
ate prospect that the supply will exceed the 
demand at that price. Producers of poor 
butter have no reason to find fault with the 
market; the market will always go handin 
hand with the supply and demand. Convert 
all the poor butter in Michigan into a really 
good article, and Chicago, New York or 
Europe will take every surplus pound and 
pay for it a cash price that will leave a profit 
inthe bands of eur farmers. Can we afford 
to lose so much and thrive as an agricultural 
community? No State in the Union hasa 
clearer atmosphere, purer or sweeter grasses 
(all prime essentials to successful butter 
making) than can be found in Michigan. 
Nature has done her share for us. One of the 
important considerations in favor of dairy 
operations is that you sell nothing that is of 
any value tothe soil and return to it all the 
elements of plant growth. This follows natu- 
rally. Crops of grain are fed upon the farm 
and your -fields are pastured. Valuable ferti- 
lizers are produced in munificent abundance 
and their return tothe land stimulates instead 


of impoverishingit. A farmer’s income must 
not be all money, but largely of better build- 
ings and surroundings, better stock and rich- 
er lands. The neccessities and results of 
carrying on a successful dairy farm does this. 

It is perfectly natural to think there is 
protit in making poor butter bec use it brings 
inalitsle money. Stop and count the value 
of your cow, andthe cost of feeding her a 
year; addto this the labor of milking and 
making the butter, and see how much profit 
you get out often cent butter exchanged for 
groceries. Trade your cows for steers or 
pigs, and at least save your wife the drudgery 
of butter making tono purpose. There is 
postively no profit in it, and you do not even 
get pay for your labor, counting nothing for 
investment and cost of maintenance. 

THE PIG A GRASS-EATING ANIMAL, 


This is the season when farmers in all the 
creat corn-growing belt are interested inthe 
pigs of the spring of 1881.

Weare satistied that many breeders of 
swine in the West Waste much corn, and fail 
to produce as healthy and profitable lots of 
hogs as they might do by feeding less corn to 
brood sows and young pigs, and securing for 
them a bountiful supply of grassin connec- 
With a moderate amount of corn or 
The careful feeder knows well

on fat. If we continue the process 
feeding of corn we lind our 
relish, and failing 
to lay on flesh. At this stage, too, they are fit 
subjects for disease. The expert handler of 
such a herd who, from change of market or 
other cause, has to continue feeding a few 
weeks longer, know he must give achange of 
fecdifhe would keep up the appetite and hold 
his own with that herd. If pumpkins, or 
green corn or grass can be had for a change, 
it will be found that the hogs will eat 
enormously of the new feed, and yet consume 
about as mueh corn as before the new teed 
was given. Corn is too concentrated a feed to 
confine a pig on for many weeks. If with 
corn we can furnish clover, grass or green 
fodder the health and growth of the pig will 
repay the extra care., If one has no grass he 
may gather weeds. If weeds can not be had, 
he may have his corn ground, and mix with 
bran, balf and half, or corn meal, or chopped 
and scalded clover hay, will give richness and 
bulk of feed that will promote rapid and 
complete digestion. The sucking pig will

cattle, a farmer cannot do better than devote 
his attention to raising ~ Herefords, short- 
horns, polled Angus, or Devon cattle. The 
former are preferable for farms in a good 
state of cultivation and well supplied with 
barns, and the latter for portions ofthe coun- 
try Where animals are obliged to travel long 
distances in search for food. and get alony 
With little protection. The polled Angas and 
Devon cattle are of comparatively small size 
and quiteactive, and are accordingly well 
adapted to traveling. They are also hardy, 
and capable of enduring considerable ex- 
posure without great injury. The best dairy 
stock is afforded by the Holstein, Ayrshire 
and Jersey cattle. Holstein cows are gene- 
rally preferred by farmers who produce milk 
for supplying towns and cities, Ayrshire cows 
by those who are interested in manufactare 
of cheese, and Jersey cows by those who de- 
tire to make superior butter, or supply their 
own tables with vervrich milk — cream. 
The Jersey is specially adapted tothe wants 
of persons in towns, as it does well when 
kept in confinement, consumes a comparative- 
ly small amount of food,and continues to 
give milk during the greater portion of the 
year. Many short-horns, particularly those 
elonging to the Princess family, are large 
milkers. The Holsteins, Avrshires, and short- 
horns are readily fattened when they have 
become too old to breed or give a large 
amount of milk. For working cattle, there is 
nothing — 12 — the Devons, as they are 
strong and lively. The short-horns and 
Herefords mature early and on that account 
pre preferred by farmers who desire to turn 
off their ——— when the age — —— 
‘ears old or younger. * 
— of cattle to keep a farmer should take

ECONOMY OF USING OXEN. 


The farmers of the Western States are at 
greater expense for teams to do their work 
than persons engaged in the same kind of 
business elsewhere. They almost invariably 
employ small or medium-sized horses for all 
kinds of field operations, as well as for team- 
ing. They areableto do their work with 
borses because their land is productive and 
vields very large crops. Small farmers in the 
New England and Southern States cannot 
generally afford to use horses for piowing 
and most other kinds of field work on ac- 
count of the expense attending them. The 
employment of machinery on farms has fa- 
vored the use of horses. They move quicker 
and can be managed better than oxen and 
muies. In many parts of the prairie region 
of the West young farmers are entirely un- 
acquaiated with the use of any other animals 
for doing any kind of work. Still, many 
farmers, especially those having small means 
would find it profitable to employ oxen for 
doing much of their work. Oxen can be put 
to work a year earlier than horses can, 
and can be raised much cheaper. 
It costs less to keep them and they are worth 
more after they have outlived their working 
years. They require less protection, and will 
stand exposure much better. They require 
no harness, and, unless they travel on ice, 
need no shoes. They receive less injury from 
insects, and will work better when the weath- 
er is stormy or-severely cold or hot. They are 
less liable toinjury and less subject to disease. 


For 1 heavy loads over pose roads or 
da 


plowed flelds they are vastly superior to 
horses. They are bet.er for hauling manure, 
as they work well when attached to carts 
having but two wheels. Oxen make an ex- 
cellent team for breaking prairie, for repair- 
ing roads, for hauling stone, and for clearing 
land of stumps. Several pairs of oxen can 
be worked together to better advantage than 
horses. Oxen,if not kept till they are quite 
old, can be converted into marketable beef 
and sold at a price that will pay for raising 
and keeping them. Their labor will be gain. 
Horses, however, begin to depreciate in value 
soon aiter they attain their growth, and 
eventually become of no value. 

GET A HOME. 


We would have every true man build for 
himself a home, be it ever so humble in its 
beginning. Industry and frugality and good 
judgment will make of it the most lovely spot 
of earth. The man without a home is like a 
sojourner without a country. The richest, 
happiest and best man in the wide world is 
he who bas a pretty, comfortable home of his 
own, a family, good health, and owes no man 
a cent, even though his entirely wordly pos- 
sessions would not sell for athousand dollars, 
and though be has never held so high an of- 
fice as Town Constable or Roadmaster. 

We sometimes feel constrained to doubt 
whether a man without a home can at best 
be but an indifferent citizen anda more in- 
different patriot. He can not feel that inter- 
est in other people's real prosperity that he 
feels in his own, and without such prosperity 
we could have no country worthy a name. 
He would searcely care torisk his lifein de- 
fense of that hearthstone of his landlord, but 
let that hearthstone be his own,and woe to 
the invader who should threaten it with dese- 
cration. The homes of the people are the 
strength of the State. Build them, beautify 
them,own them and be happy. This is the 
fair deduction from hosts of instances and 
is the true philosopby of home making and 
home owning. 

HUNGARIAN AND MILLFT. 

These are excellent forage plants, and they 
possess some rare advantages for farmers 
who desire to keep a large amount of stock 
on a comparatively small amount of land. 
They attain full growth inashorter time 
tEan any field crop that can be raised. Being 
natives of warm climates, it is best not to sow 
them till the last of June or the first of July, 
as they delight in a warm soil and air. Noth- 
ing is gained, and generally considerable 
is lost, in sewing them early. If sown as early 
as most grains, their growth will be small, 
even though they have the entire season to 
mature in. If a farmer sees that his crop of 
crass is to he small, he can make up for it by 
sowing quite largely of Hungarian and mil- 
let. In some cases good crops have been 
raised on soil broken after a crop of hay had 
been taken off. 

As these crops completely shade the ground 
during several weeks, they leave it in excel- 
lent condition in respect to cleanliness. When 
first introduced many reported unfavorable 
results from their use. They were generally 
sown too early to produce good Crops, and 
cut too late to leave the fodder in good condi- 
tion for stock. The quicker the growth the 
better is the quality of the fodder for all kinds 
of stock. If not intended for seed, the har 
vesting should commence as soon as the grain 
is formed and before it begins to harden. The 
crop should be cucand secured without al- 
lowing it to become wet. Injurious results 
sometimes follow ‘the use of these crops on 
account of the amount of dust they contain. 
To obviate this the stalks should be cut sev- 
eral inches from the ground and gathered by 
the band-rake, as the teeth ofa horse-rake 
will raise and scatter a large amount of dust. 


Farm Notes. 


For the destruction of the canker worm 
rope bands are recommended. 


It is advantageeus to turn sheep into the 
orchard in summer and allow them to run 
there until the apples begin to ripen. 


Pastures are benefited by being cropped by 
sheep. They not only keep down the weeds, 
but have more fertilizing materials in their 
droppings than do cows. 

Nests of the tent caterpillar, fall web 
worm, and other insects that feed and nest 
together, should be carefully removed from 
the trees and destroyed. 


The toad destroys from twenty to thirty 
insects in an hour, and the mole is continu- 
ally destroying grubs, larva, palmer worms 
and insects injurious to agriculture; no trace 
of vegetation is ever found in its stomach. 


Lime, wood ashes, and old iron placed 
around the roots of declining fruit trees have 
a very beneficial effect. These fertilizers re- 
store the trees to a healthy condition and also 
greatly improve the fruit in quality and 
quantity. 

Sassafras bushes may be eradicated by 
plowing deep and harrowing. This wWIII 
bring the roots to the surface. Plant corn 
or potatoes and keep the crop well hoed to 
kill any sprouts that may appear. Two year: 
— this treatment will thoroughly destroy 
tbem. 


Draining wet land is estimated to return 
from 40 to 80 per cent on the yearly cost. In 
the same way good stock pays far better than 
poor; good fencing, well selected fruit tyees 
and carefully looked after homesteads repay 
the money laid out, andadd immensely to the 
comfort of the occupant. 


The larve of the flatheaded apple tree borer 
may be found in the trunk and at the base of 
the larger branches by a little discoloration of 
the bark, and by taking off a thin shaving of 
the discolored bark the larva may be seen 
and destroyed. This work should be done in 
the months of August and September. 

Prof. Thomas, in speaking of insects inju- 
r.ous to orchards, recommends the removal 
ofthe eggs of the tent caterpillar, which are 
found cemented in a bunch surrounding a 
twig: exes of the tree hoppers, which are 
found in little slits beneath the outer bark: 
tees of leaf-lice, minute, shining, black glo- 
bules scattered upon twigs of the last year’s 
growth.

An Indiana farmer tried four different fer- 
tilizers for melons—poultry droppings, well 
rotted cow manure, barnyard manure and 
old bones (gathered upon the farm and re- 
duced by placing them in alternate layers 
with ashes the previous year), mixing all 
liberally in the different hills which were 
eight feet apart each way, and he says: 
“Such acrop of melons as came from the 
hills that had the bone dustI never saw be- 
fore.” 

There is always great uncertainty ia breed- 
ing from cross-bred animals, the inheritance 
in such cases being quite as likely to take one 
direction as the other, and im either case fre- 
quently reverting to the original type in a 
very unexpected manner. The surest is to 
use a thoroughbred male of some one breed, 
and make your own crosses. A breed of cat- 
tle cannot be built up in one or even three 
generations of cross-breeding, or of grading 
in a given direction. 


Household Kecipes. 


TOSSED POTATOES.—Boil some potatoes in 
their skins; peel them and cut into small 
pieces. Toss them over the fire in a mixture 
of cream, butter rolled in flour, pepper and 
salt ti they are hot and well covered with 
the sauce. 

RASPBERRY JAM.—Three-fourths pound 
sugar to every pound of fruit. Put the fruit 
on alone, or with the addition ofone pint 
currant julee to every four pounds raspber- 
ries. Boil half an hour, mashing and stir- 
ring well; add the sugar and cook twenty 
minutes more. Blackberry jam is very good 
made in the same way, only omitting the 
currant juice. 

CARROT SALAD.—Select very tender French 
carrots and cook them in fast boiling water 
till tender; cut into very thin slices, put them 
into a glass salad bowl and sprinkle with 
sifted loaf sugar; add the juice of a large, 
fresh lemon and a wineglassful of olive oil. 
By way of garnish place round the margin of 
the dish an onion cut in exceedingly thin 
slices and small bunches of any fresh, green 
salad leaves. 

APPLE CHEEFSE-CAKES.—Take one pound 
of apples, boiled and pulped through a sieve, 
one pound powdered white sugar, the juice 
and grated rinds of three large, fresh lemons, 
and four eggs well beaten. Mix these ingre- 
dients carefully, and put them into a sauce- 
pan In which you have a quarter of a pound 
of fresh butter melted. Stir it constantly 
over a slow fire for half an hour, and let it 
cool. 
pour in the apple mixture, and bake,without 
upper crust, in a quick oven. Sprinkle with 
powdered sugar, and serve when perfectly 
cold. 

FRENCH BEANS.—Choose small, young 
beans, and then strip off the ends and stalks, 
throwing them as prepared into a dish full 
of cold water, and when all are finished. 
wash and drain them well. Boil them in 
salted boiling water, in a large saucepam, and 
drain them: after which put them into an 
enamelled stewpan, and shake them over the 
fire until they are quite hot and dry; then 
add about tbree ounces of fresh butter and 
a tablespoonful of veal or chicken broth; the 
butter must be breken up into small lumps. 
Season with white pepper, salt and the juice 
of a lemon, strained. Stirthem well over a 
tire for five minutes, and serve them in a 
vegetable dish very hot. 


The Bones of Annabel Lee.

The faithful devotion and self-sacrifice of 
Edgar Poe to his child-wife, Virginia Clemm, 
has been the one thing in his career to win 
the sympathy of every one, however repelled 
by the errors and extravagances of the rest of 
his life. In this relation no man could have 
been more entirely chivalrous and dutiful 
than Poe, and this has given a meaning, more 
than commonly attaches to a musical stan- 
zus, to the lines on Annabel Lee:“ 

Iwas a child and she was a child 
In this Kingdom by the sea; 
zut * loved with au love that was more than 
ove, 

Jand my Annabel Lee, 

With a love that the winged seraphs of heaven 

Coveted, her and me. 

And this was the reason that long ago 

In this Kingdom by the sea, 

A wind blew out of a cloud, chilling 

My beautiful Annabel Lee; 

So that her high-born kinsmen came 

And bore her away trom me 
And shut her up in a sepulcher 

In this Kingdom by the sea. 

About three years ago the little burial- 
cround near where the poet lived in Ford- 
ham was sold, the soulless purchaser had a 
regrading Which destroyed the graves, and 
that where Annabel Lee’? was buried was 
emptied with the rest. By a curious coinci- 
dence, the Poe specialist, W. F. Gill, hap- 
pened along at the nick of time on, a visit of 
sentiment to the grave of Virginia Poe. 
Shocked, and yet happy at the opportunity, 
Mr. ¢iill gathered the bones of Mrs. Poe to- 
gether, and placed them in a box, and has 
them now. Since then he has tried to get up 
a **Poe memorial” fund, and because of his 
natural incapacity to manage things, and a 
singular delusion which seems to possess 
him that his mere invitation engages other 
persons to read poems, act parts or do some- 
thing else, for these and other reasons he 
bas been much vilified and depreciated. But
